This building was erected during the

The walis were 
about forty feet In height, and were 
crowned by a roof of good pitch, which in 
turn was surmounted by a cupola of 
graceful design and a tall flag-staff. Tbe 
front bad three entrances on tbe street 
level.

The hall on tbe second floor was reached

He regards nitrons oxide as 
the safest anassthetic-Vonly one death 
having occurred ont of BO.OOO adminis- 
trations. Kther is probably safer than 
chloroform in the ratio of one to three 
or one to five, and the best method of 
administering it is to nee the inhaler 
made of cloth stretched across the wire 
frame which is snrrotraded by robber or 
leather^ 


Plenty of fresh air should be mixed 


with 'the ether. Chloroform is probably 
mere fatal on account of its greater 
specific gravity. It liea in the lungs and 
mixes slowly with the air, completely 
poisoning the nerve centers before oxy- 
gen can gain admission to the blood. It 
is less dangerous in hot climates, where 
it is more readily v61atjlized. Ether is 
more, volatile and therefore less danger- 
ous.—New Yorjt Commercial Advertiser.
